During periods of difficulty and discouragement it is natural that the | 


minds of people turn to and dwell upon those conditions which are the 
source of their difficulties and the cause of their discouragement. 
the tendency is for people to dwell upon these things to the almost com- 
plete exclusior of subjects which provide reason for confidence and en- 
couragement, ‘ 

This, it may be repeated, Is quite natural; just as natural, in fact, as 


{t is during periods of rapid development and general prosperity to cl se | 


one’s eyes to all warning signs along the road. In other words, the vast 
majority of pe ple are enthusiastic optimists, and quite impatient of words 
of warning and caution from more thoughtful observers, when things are 
going well, but are just as confirmoed pessimists, and impatient with those 
who point to favorable signs, when the existing state of things is bad. Very 
few of us take note of the cloud sreall as a man’s hand coming up on the 
horizon when the novnday sun is shining, and the number is equally small 


who can see the silver lining to the clouds when the skies are complet¢ly | 


overcast. 


As a result ct this tendency, niankind plunges thoughtlessly ahead, the | 


great majority sweeping all others long for good or ill, During bocm 
periods, when the cry is full steam ahead, and when this, that, or the 
other great preject involving the expenditure of millions of borrowed money 
is being advocated, persons who tender the advice that we should give more 
serious consideration to the project, count the cost, and give a thought to 
the ultimate and-inevitable future payment, are termed back-numbers, 
tightwads, non-progiessive. Governments which at sucd times tell the peo- 
ple that there is a limit to this discounting of the future, that a pay-as- 
you-go policy is much wiser, are swept away. The spenders take control. 
But when the bubble bursts, when prosperity vanishcs and depression 
taixes its place, when the free spending comes to an end, and the bills are 
presented for payment, and taxation to meet those bills is imposed in 
heavier and heavier doses, then those who were most outspoken in favor 
of incurring the bills and most ccntemptuous of those who urged caut.on, 
are the first to complain of the shortsightedness of politicians and Govern- 
ments upon whom they proceed to lay responsibility for all their troub‘ies. 
On, the other hand, during the prosperous periods most people take full 


credit to themselves for their own advancement, their increased prosper.ty, | 


and the general improvement of their business and their community, and 
are inclined to give little or no credit to anybody else. 

"After all, these are common traits in our human make-up. It is well, | 
however, to occasionally take a good, square look at ourselves, to we'gh | 
curselves in the scales, to be absolutely honest in an impartial sizing-up | 
of ourselves, to consider our own past views and actions and thr effect 
pon present day conditions. Furthermore, in this present period of dis- | 
couragement, it is well to ovércome our natural tendency to Presper tier 
through blue spectacles, and to take a look at the silver lining to the clouds. | 

‘ Notwithstanding all our economic problems, Canada is free from some 
of thé worse of those which afflict the people of other nations. For example, 
what communify in the whole length and breadth of Canada hag been 
atfodked and outraged by a lynching in its midst, such as is more or less 
@ commonplace occurrence in the United States? How many kidnapp:ngs 
have occurred in Canada even during these times which unquestionably are 
an incentive to law-breaking and violence, although kidnappings are daily | 
hippenings across the line? And why is it such a marked difference for | 
the better prevails on tais side of an imaginary line? 

! ‘The answer is to be found in Canada’s far superior judicial system, 
resulting as it has in absolute confidence that even-handed justice will be 
administered, thus rendering the invoking of lynch-law unnecessary on the | 
one hand, and proving a deterrent to kidnappers, murderers, and gangster | 
activities. The tradition of respect for law and order in Canada is a great 
national asset, bringing comfort and security to all our people, and provid- | 
ing a sure guarantee against mob law and gangster rule in this Dominion. 
It is a strong foundation upon which Canada rests and will build through- | 
out the future. 

‘ More of the silver lining is seen in the absence of strikes and riots and 
picketings in this Dominion as compared with many other lands. There has | 
been an occasional small strike in Canada, one or two small clashes with 
the officers of the law, an isolated case or two of picketings, but there have 
been no killings, and, generally speaking, peace and order have prevailed 
throughout the period of the depression, Canada’s legislation dealing with | 
industrial disputes has been effective even under the strain and stress of 
the present economic upheaval because that legislation is fair to all, humane | 
in its principles and effective in its operation and administration in provid- | 
{ng justice for all, In this respect, Canada presents a picture that is most | 
gratifying when placed in contrast to most countries, 

In Canada, too, our political system and institutions have stood the test. 
Revolutions have taken place in other lands, in which lives have been lost, | 
property destroyed, liberties taken away, dictatorships established. In Can- | 
ada, our people have been moving forward through the orderly processes | 
of democratic, representative government. There has been no revolution, nor | 
will there be, Confidence has been maintained in our existing form of gov- 
ernment, and it Is proving flexible enough to the people’s will to enable | 
them to achieve such reforms as they desire 

Many other examples might be cited, and will occur to readers of this | 
acticle, but those mentioned are given as an incentive to people to try and 
overcome their natural tendency to look constantly the dark side of } 
things in these days, and, fora change, contemplate and study those that are | 
mot only brighter but contain promise |

Miss Isobel W. Hutchison, young 
Scotswoman, completed the journey 
braving hardsh'p, hupger and vwitter 
| cold, and arriving at her destination, 
Aklavik, just before Che'stmas, 
| Word of her exploit was brought 
to Fort McMurray by Pilot Jona 
| Bythell, Canadian Airways, returned 
from several months in “the far 
north, 

The Scotswoman made the trip by 
dog teams, Pilot Bythell said, when 
winter overtook her as she was mak- 
ing her way to Esk:mo_ schooners 
around from Point Barrow. 
the ice formed she took to sleds. 
| It had neen Miss Hutchinson's in- 


Arctic boat Pattason, near Pont 
| Barrow, but Capt. Peterson was un- 
| able to take her to her desired aes- 
tination, Herschel Island, She there- 
fore chartered Eskimo _ schooners 
along the route to help her on her 
way. 

Incidentally, about this time Miss 
Hutchison had the distinction of 
visiting and bringing several souv- 
enirs from the derelict Hudson Pay 
Company's boat Baychimo, which 
was then still afloat about 15 miles 
off shore.

Test Shipment Of 


Canadian Wheat Via 
New York Is Accepted 


New York.—-Announcement that a 
test shipment of Canadian wheat sent 
to England by way of New York had 
been accepted by the British customs 
author:ties for free eutry, had been 
made Sunday by J. E. Ramsey, gen- 
eral manager of the port of New 
York. 

Mr. Ramsey is chairman of a con- 
ference committee of transporta- 
tion companies, wheat exporters and 
elevator and port interests which are 
concerned in the recent regulation 
giving Canadian wheat = shipped 
through British ports a six-cent pref- 
erence over that routed through 
foreign ports. 

Mr. Ramsey said 
British customs authorities, in 
cepting the trial shipment as 
free, stipulated that on future con- 
signments the certificate of non- 
manipulation, issued by the United 
States customs and vised by 
British consul, must cover the en- 
tire transit through the United 
States. Plans for such a document 
are new being worked out with the 
United States customs officials, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ramsey. 

The export of Canadian wheat 
to the United Kingdom has been 
diverted from channels through the 
United States since tae enactment 
& year ago by the British parlia- 
ment of a preferential tariff, a result 
of the Ottawa agreements. Free 2n- 
try was refused to test shipments 
last January on the ground that they 
were not properly consigned. 

A test shipment of 8,000 bushels, 
accompanied by documents, wag ship- 
ped from here Dec, 7 on the liner 
Ausonia. The wheat was forwarded 
to New York from Fort William via 
Buffalo.

Calcutta, India.-Total fatalit'es

To Saskatchewan And 


— — 


Is Advanced 


Ottawa.—-Financial assistance to 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba has 
been advanced by the Dominion to 
enable the western provinces to pay 
unemployment relief accounts. An 
order-in-council, tabled in the house 
|of commons, advanced $1,000,000 to 
; Saskatchewan on loan to be used to 
defray expenses contracted by the 
Saskatchewan relief commission. 

A second order-in-council advanced 
@ loan of $500,000 to Saskatchewan 
for direct relief expenditures and a 
third advanced $500,000 of the Do- 
minion’s share of direct relief pay- 
ments. This credit will be used up 
as the Dominion saare of unemploy- 
ment relief grows, 

Manitoba was loaned $370,000 to 
pay off relief bills. 

On the three loans, the provinces 
will deposit one-year treasury bills 
with the Dominion, bearing interest 
at five per cent. payable half-yearly, 
The advance to Saskatchewan, pend- 
ing final settlement of the Dominion's 
share of relief, also will be secured 
by one-year treasury notes, 


Was Calgary Pioneer 


W. H. Cushing, Prominent Lumber 
Man, Dies At Age Of 81 

Calgary.—First minister of pub- 
lic works for Alberta, W. H. Cush- 
ing, a pioneer of the frontier days 
who came to Calgary in 1883, died 
here January 25. He was 81 years 
old, 

Appointed minister of public works 
in the first government of the prov- 
ince by the then premier, A. C. 
Rutherford, now caancellor of the 
University of Alberta, Mr. Cushing 
served until his resignation in 1910. 
He was mayor of Calgary in 1910, 
and had served on the executive 
boards of many civic organizat.ons. 
He was a charter member of the 
Calgary board of trade. 

Born in Wellington county, On- 
tario, Mr. Cushing early identified 
himself with the lumbering industry, 
and in Alberta had built up ono of 
| the largest lumber establisaments in

Through Quota System 


Meets With Approval 


Winnipeg. -—- Reduction of wheat 
acreage, but actual enforcement of 
Canada’s wheat quota of 200,000,000 
bushels through the medium of a 
selling quota for individual farmers, 
was anticipated by many of western 
Canada's 300,000 farmers. 

At meetings of farmers’ locals in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta the wheat agreement signed 
at London, Eng., limiting exports of 
grain by major producing countries 
has been the chief topic of discus- 
sion, Although the federal govern- 
ment hag yet to announce how the 
quota is to be made effective, the 
selling limit based on a 
average is anticipated, 

In brief, the expectation in num- 
erous sources is that the goyern- 
ment will take the average  pro- 
duction of the past five years on in- 
dividual farms on a quarter-section 
basis.

Feature Of New Aeroplane 

The dream aeroplane of every 
pioneer of flying since Leonardo da 
Vinci—a machine which can repro- 
duce, in their utmost delicacy, all 
the motions of a bird--is awaiting, 
at Farnborough Aerodrome, a day in 
the near future when it will make 
its first demonstration flight before 
an audience of experts from all coun- 
tries, states a writer in News of the 
World. 

The secret of this wonderful new 
development in man's conquest of 
the air lies not in range of engine 
power, nor in any new aerodynamic 


| principle, such as the rotor or wind- 


mill ‘plane, but in the birdlike'flexibil- 
ity of the wings themselves. 
The idea of a flexible wing--or to 


be more technical, the variable cam- 


ber wing—-is not new, but the diffi- 
culties of putting it into practice 
have hitherto proved insurmountable, 

To vary the camber of an aero- 
plane's wing while in flight means to 
alter the direction of the air flow 


over the wing surface, resulting in 


an increase or diminution of the lift- 


| ing power and retarding forces. 


The effect of such manipulation of 
the shape and curve of the wing is 
to give the aircraft a wide range of 
speed—the ability to climb rapidly 
and descend slowly without the at- 
tendant disadvantages of slow speeds 
when proceeding in normal and level 
flight. 

Birds have the power of adapting 
the shape and curve of their wings 
for rapid or slow flight, and it is the 
close study of their movements that 


lhas enabled Signor Ugo Antoni, the 


inventor, to achieve what had come 
to be regarded as a practical im- 
possibility. 

He experimented with aeroplane 
wings. To vary the surface of re- 
sistance to the air-flow of tae wings 
varying the camber—would achieve 
his purpose, and give to fli:rs a 
higher range of speed and safety 
than the aircraft of today could 
afford, 

This would have to be done by a 
mechanism of some sort-—-but a 
mechanism that would have to ke 
installed inside the wing itself, be so 
light as to be negligible in the ccn- 
struction of the wing, and sufficiently 
strong to pass the rigid stress-tests 
imposed by the authorities. 

The mechanism would also have to 
be controlled by a lever in the pilot's 
cockpit.

Corn Not Invaluable 


Other Grains Just As. Good For 
Poultry Feeding 

There is no one grain that is in- 
dispensable in the feeding of poul- 
try, though generally speaking, a ra- 
tion in which there is a variety of 
grains will prove most satisfactory. 

Canada is a wheat-growing coun- 
try and even in years of crop short- 
age there is available for feeding a 
surplus of wheat of the lower grades, 
consequently the grain that should 
form the basis of poultry rations is 
wheat, and to this should be added 
oats, barley, or whatever other grains 
are available, 

There is in Canada a belief that 
corn is essential in feeding poultry. 
Corn unquestionably is an excellent 
feed and in the corn belt it is logical 
to use the common product as the 
basis of poultry rations. In Canada, 
however, corn is comparatively little 
grown and in some districts it is 
very difficult ot procure and often at 
a price not justified when its value 
ig compared with home grown grains. 
It has been demonstrated by feeding | 
trials on the Experimental Farms 
that as good results can be obtained 
with rations containing no corn as 
with rations in which corn ig used. 

The Canadian grown grain most 
closely approximating corn in com- 
position is barley, but as barley com- 
pared with corn is deficient in vita- 
min A, it ig necessary to overcome 
this deficiency. This is best dume by 
the use of alfalfa or clover, sed fresh 
when available, or as alfalfa leaf 
meal or the leaves and blossoms of 
well cured hay, During the season of 
close confinement barley rations may 
be further fortified by the use of cod 
liver oil. 

By all means use home grown 
grains. When it is necessary to pur- 
chase grains buy those of which Can- 
ada has a surplus as they will give as 
good results at lower cost than im- 
ported feeds.—F’. C, Elford, Dominion

The Dominion bureau of statis- 
tics, in the following bulletin, under- 
takes to show that population growth 
in Canada has been more striking, 
by and large, than population 
growth in the United States: 

“A comparison of population data 
for Canada and the United States re- 
veals the startling fact that Canada 
has actually grown more rapidly than 
the United States. Canada has re- 
Hable population estimates dating 
from early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury while the continuous records 
for the United States date from the 
first census there in 1790. 

‘It is significant that only five 
of the fourteen decades for which 
we have comparable data disclose 
a higher rate of growth for the 
United States. These five decades 
constitute the period 1850-1900, be- 
fore Western population in Canada 
had reached significant proportions. 

“Since 1790 the population of the 
United States has increased 31 times, 
while that of Canada has increased 
almost 40 times. If we compared 


the growth over the past hundred. 


years, despite the inclusion of the 
1850-1900 period mentioned above, 
Canada still shows a slight advant- 
age. 

“During the past 40 years Canada’s 
relative increase has been very pro- 
nounced, being some 20 per cent. 
greater than that of the United 
States. 

“Again from 1911 to 1931, Can- 
ada’s density of population, exclud- 
fg the Yukon and Northwest Ter- 
ritories, has increased by some 44 
per cent. while that of the United 
States has increased by only 10 per 
cent. 

“If the United States and Canada 
continue their present respective 
trends in growth, Canada’s greater 


| rapidity will be even more marked 


than it has been in the past. Indeed, 
if the United States continues her 
present trend, and Canada, unassist- 
ed by immigration, holds the nat- 
ural increase at her present rate, the 
higher rate will be maintained.” 
These are arresting figures and 
they suggest that Canada is coming 
along steadily from a population 


[sane If we could just get the 


economic depression out of the way, 
the situation might be ripe for a sub- 
stantial immigration movement into 
this country, making our growth 
more striking still.
